This is being done at the house of brother Ja- 
cob Binkley, at Huntingdon, Indiana, Sept. 18th. 
1 am a little ahead ot time and hence have the 
time to write np this correspondence. And it is 
the first breathing' time I have had tor three 
weeks. Our last was done at brother J. Z. Uep- 
logle's. 

We had good meetings at New Enterprise, in 
tbe grove. The attendance was very large on 
Sunday. I visited a number of families but it is 
now too late to enumerate them all, as I made no 
note of them, and urn obliged to trust to memory, 
which is not always finite reliable ; but this I do 
remember, I was treated very kindly everywhere. 
I did not get as much money for the college as I 
had expected from Morrison's Cove. Excuses 
seemed to be more abundant tban money. 

My next atop was at Eldorado, with brother 
Gray bill Myers. I waa very happy to meet bim 
once more, and he appreciated my visit quite as 
much. He was in his nsusl health, and was bet- 
ter than i expected to find bim. He walks around 
through the house with one cane. In mind he is 
as good at ever, and is posted on all the live issues 
ot the day, in church and state. We shall likely 
not meet again in this world. 

We had tbe pleasure of meeting our old friend, 
C. S. Nicodemus, in Attoona, who has been work- 
ing in the P. H. It. shops for a number of years. 
The meeting was a pleasant one. 

My next stop was at Mineral Point, in theCon- 
emaugh church, and where brother Stephen Hil- 
debrand lives and ministers. Here we attended a 
communion an account of which bas been already 
given by brother Brown and others. It was an 
enjoyable occasion to all present, apparently. 
Thtaoe to Johnstown, where we were with tbe 
Brethren at their prayer- meeting, and gave them 
a talk, and had a pleasant time. 

Next point was Berlin. On the way we took 
in the family ot brother C. C. Mussel man, and 
stopped over night at brother Wm. N. Trent's, 
who did me such a wonderful favor that it must 
be mentioned ; he gave me a horse and buggy 
from Friday morning until Monday evening, tree, 
gratis, for nothing. (No, we didn't founder him, 
brother J. P. W.) 

Old Belin ii still Berlin, and to us seems like 
home, having a daughter there and knowing 
moetot the people. We called on many of them, 
bnt could not get around to all. It was thought 
that in view of the church debt and other ex- 
penses of the church, I would not get anything 
here for the college, bnt tbe Berlin chnrch is al- 
ways true to the cause, when she is fairly appeal- 
ed to, She gave the largest donation of any 
church since we left Fair Haven, Ohio, and all 
have not yet been seen. Enjoyed several good 
meetings during our stay. 

I preached two sermons in tbe Stony creek 
church and took fair donations to the college, bnt 
did not interview all the members. Must see 
them again. 

Attended the Sunday school convention at 
Couemaugh, on the 0th and 10th. This was a 
very enjoyable occasion, as we met quite a num 
ber of brethren, sisters and friends from different 
parts of tbe State. The convention, too, waa a 
anccess, and afforded an opportunity to teach and 
be taught. Full reports wilt be published by the 
Secretary. I tried to kill two birds with one 
•tone at this place, but fear we missed the bird. I 
made the feathers fly, however. I undertook to 
workup the college interests. of this part ot the 
Johnstown chnrch, at the convention and almost 
spoiled both. Will be obliged to go there again, 
and thrash that floor again. There is still some 
wheat there. 

Thence to Meyersdale, Had a church business 
meeting here, and two preaching meetings here 
which ware well attended. Donations liberal, 
and more in prospect. Somerset county so far is 
the only place which has exceeded our expect* - 


lions. It other places will come up in proportion 
the debt will be raised easily. 

I left Meyersdale on Friday night, ISth inst, 
end passed Ashland on Saturday afternoon, where 
wife joined me an I we went on to Bellville, Ohio, 
end on Sunday morning to the Ankueytown 
meeting- house, where I preached forenoon and 
afternoon, and on M in day forenoon presided over 
a council meeting, and told my college story. The 
donation waa rather meagre, bat the end is not 
yet. We hope to see them again, when there will 
not be much work on band. Where there's a 
will there's- a way. 

On Monday night we reached home, and there 
abode until Wednesday morning. Everything 
seems to be moving along smoothly and pleasant- 
ly at the office and college, and it is almost pro- 
voking ot jealousy to find that they can get along 
so nicely without the "proprietor," And then to 
have brother Beer to rejoice that there is "anoth- 
er man" who ean fill the editorial chair. Well, it 
is "our" chair at all events. 

And now, we suppose all will want to know 
how we are getting along with our work. Ail 
things considered we may say, pretty well. We 
have now raised a little over 97,500, and are short 
only about 91,600 of what we bad expected from 
the territory canvassed and time devoted. Our 
experience has demonstrated the tact that it can 
be raised, and will be, but it will take more time 
and harder work than had been expected. It 
takes hard begging and liberal giving. With these 
two we will succeed. 

I expect to be at Auburn, III- from Sept. 25— 
28; Waterloo and Hudson, Iowa, Oct. 1 — 5 ; Falls 
OUy, Neb., Out. 7— ft ; Morrill, Kansas, 10—18. 
My address will be as above. If all goes well in 
the office we may prolong our visit eastward, after 
we have titled the program as announced. It any 
of our Brethren desire an opportunity ot doing 
good let them send us an invitation to visit them. 
Don't be backward, brethren. 0;i an average we 
believe our people are satisfied with our visits. 
Some we have made glad even twice ; if not 
doubly happy. "I know both how to be abased, 
and I know how to abound ; everpwhere and in 
all things, I am instructed both to be full and to 
be hungry, both to abound and to sutler need."

TRINE IMMERSION, 

"Nothing is plainer than the fact that trine immersion is 
a grows i*rvenju>u of the original apostolic mode. It is 
neither suslaliied by apostolic practice, nor by analogy, nor 
by New Testament history. It came in among other in no. 
vat ions the tirnt part of the third century. Tertulllan, who 
flourished about 130 years after the death of the aptntle 
John, writes as follows : 

'I ahull beg in with baptism. When we are going to enter 
the water, but a little before. In the presence of the congre- 
gation, ami under the band of the preatdsnt, we solemnly 
profess that we disown tire devil, and his pomp, and hh 
angels. Hrrtujinn ire are Ihricc immersed , ntakimi a tarnt- 
ithat tun pier jjlft'v. than tht Lord hat apjmnttd in kit yotjitl. 
Then when we are taxen up, as new- bom children, we taste 
nut of all a mixture of milk and honey, and from that 
day we refrain from tbe daily bath for a whole week

for the dead as birthday honors. We count fast- 
iwslilp on the Lord'* day, to be un- 
lawful. * • * At every forward step and movement 
at every going In and out. when we out on our clothes and 
shoe*), when we bathe, when we sit at table, when we light 
the lamps, on cuuch, on seal, in all the ordinary actions of 
of life, we trace upon tits forehead the sign of thecioas. 
(TrrtiilHtinitt At CWnonn, vol. 1., p. 3S6, ed. F. A T. Claft, 
Edhiburg.)' 

"When we obey 'that form of doctrine.* bv being made 
'conformable to the death of Christ,' iu the dettth, burial 
and resurrection of Christ. did I'hriM (lie to sin three times? 
Ami mimt we die to sin three times » Was Chriat burlnt 
three times? and must we lie buried in the likeness of his 
death three times? Did t'hitit riae from tlie grave three 
times ? and must we rlae from the baptismal waters three 
times ? Christ sats : ' Except a man be born of water and 
of the -Spirit he cannot enter the kingdom of heaven " 
Must a man, iu the natural kingdom, be born three 
times in order to be born once ? s > It would seem from the 
teaching of our Tunker friends. Tertulllan himself was 
conschiua of the perversion when he says : "When are thru e 
immersed, making a irameii'fwit ampler pledge than the Lnrd 
upjiomicd in th< ootyt'.' Iu the abovt quotation from Ter- 
tulllan. we place trine immersion on a level with a 'mixture 
of milk and honey.' One is just as authoritative as the otiv 
er. If Christ authorized the 'sign of the croaa.' then he 
autbnrliced trine Immersion. All these are the Inventions 
of a dreamy mystic, in the beginning of the apostacy, and 
have nut the least weight of ajiotitollc sanction, and there 
fore should be abandoned as unworthy of credence. 

The paper from which the above is copied is 
the organ of the Disciple or Christian church, 
whose editors would likely take offense if we 
should allude to bim, or his chnrch as onr Vamp- 
bctlite friends ; and if be did not evidently intend 
his article especially for his "Tunker friends," we 
would perhaps not feel called upon to give it no- 
tice. 

Why he should attribute the doctrine of trine 
Immersion, or trine baptism, exclusively, or prin- 
cipally to his "Tunker friends" is somewhat ob- 
scure since the "Tu ulcers" constitute only a very 
small fraction of- the number of Christians who 
adhere to tbe idea of trine baptism, tor be it re- 
membered that the lie eie tea criticisms reflect just 
aa ronch on trine aspersion as it does on trine im- 
mersion. The idea that Tertnllian relered to im- 
mersion na a pledge, is quite abeurb : especially, 
when we consider that whatever may be said 
about the innovations of the second and third cen- 
turies, the considering of baptism aa a pledge 


merely waa not one of them, "The somewhat 
ampler pledge" referred to by Tertnllian, has ref- 
erence to the "solemn profession to disown the 
devil, and hie pomp, and bis angels," and whatev- 
er else waa required of tbe applicant tor baptism. 
The language of Tertnllian might aa wall be made 
to apply to immersion i tee If aa distinguished from 
sprinkling and pouring aa to the second and third 
actions in the immersion. That the "somewhat 
ampler pledge tban the Lord bas appointed in the 
Gospel" does not mean tbe trine baptism can read- 
ily be inferred by the following trom Tertnllian :' 

"He Christ gave na His last command, that they 
ahonld immerse in the Father, and in the Son, 
and in tbe Holy Mhnst, not into one person. For 
we are immersed not once, but tbrine, at the nam- 
ing of every person ot tbe Trim y." Praxeam, 
Cap. xxviii, 30. Oe fiapt, Cap. xiv. 

This shows plainly that Tertnllian believed that 
baptism according to the words of the commission 
waa performed by trine immersion, which un- 
doubtedly in his estimation, waa tbe baptism 
"The Lord had oppoiuted in the Gospel," nothing 
more nar less. 

Tbe Review's aui mad versions on the figures of 
baptisms, in Christ's death and buriel fail iu argu- 
ment when we consider that there is no rale any- 
where laid down, that a figure must agree with 
the thing typified in this manner, and they very 
frequently do not so agree. Would the Review 
argue that there most needs be three kingdoms of 
heaven, because the kingdom of heaven is likened 
to three measures of meal ? Matth. 13: 38, or three 
servants, Matth. 15 : 14 ! There is certainly aa 
much analogy between Trine immersion and a 
buriel, aa there is between the Jewish paaaover 
and the sacrifice of Chriat, and yet the passover 
was often repeated while Christ died but once the 
Jewish high priest was typical of Christ but the 
figure does not correspond in number with tbe thing 
typified. Tbe author of the Epistle to tbe He 
brews speaks about this matter aa follows. 

For Chriat is not entered into the holy places 
made with hands, which are the figures of the 
true; but into heaven itself, now to appear iu tbe 
presence ot God for us : Nor yet that he should 
otter himself often, as the high priest enteretb in- 
to the holy place every year with the blood of 
others." Ueb. 9 1 24. 

The offering of the high priest according to Paal 
was once a year. It was repeated many times, 
and still Paul makes it a figure ot the Christ, and 
says that Christ need not repeat the offering of- 
fering of himself. Neither need tbe action ot bap- 
tism be confined iu number to the times of Christ's 
death and buriel in order to constitute the one the 
figure of the other. The Reeiew'n criticism are not 
only againat bis "Tunker friends" but against the 
most learned theologians of the past and present, 
and tbe practice of tbe larger portion of Christi- 
anity. 

Tbe Review should have something stronger to 
back up his assertions when he attempts a criti- 
cism on a ceremony that is sustained by the lan- 
guage of Christ and dignified by the sanction of 
antiquity, and universal Christendom.

The Amish church, extending over apart of tha 
south and of Somerset county, Pa., ana a part of 
Garrett county, Maryland, hare built a number of 
boueas of worship, which baa caused a disunion 
between them and some of their brethren in the 
churches of Lancaster county.

We copy the above to remind onr readers of 
the continuous and irrepressible conflict between 
progression and conservatism. There haa been a 
time in the history of all churches when sucb a 
matter aa worshipping in private houses, or build- 
ing houaee specially for worship were bones of 
contention, which resulted jn division and intol- 
erant persecutions. 

As in this case the conservatives are the intol- 
erant and the progressives the victims of intoler- 
ance, so it always bas been and always will 
be. In this case thete will be no law suits about 
church property — the progressives will sustain no 
loss on that score— but there will be social and re- 
ligions ostracisms and much of ill feeling, strife 
and contention. Tbe conservatives will claim that 
they are tbe church and tbe progressives are 
scbismatisU and heretics. The conservatives will 
claim that tbe progressives caused the division 
because they introduced the innovation of build* 
ing a meeting bouse. • 

This is very like the treatment the Brethren 
chnrch is receiving, and its members are recti vi ng 
it too at the hands of some few who aspire to 
claims of education and progressive ideas, and for 
causes not any mora weighty or conservative than 
that which is moving these Holmes and Lancaster 
county brethren to forsake tbeir progressive 
brethren in Somerset county, who have departed 
trom the faith of tbeir forefathers in tbe building 
of sinful houses ot worship, in violation ej -Ro- 
mans 12, and like passages ot scripture.

The great ministerial 
show has come and gone ; a certain class of men 
who are not good enough to belong to tbe Roman 
Catholic church, have advertised themselves, at 
the expense of decency and propriety ; the stock 
holders ot the concern have scraped in tbe dimes 
the wicked have had their chuckle, and 
of the people ; the rabble have had their ton :

QUERIES AND ANSWERS. 

Can a man sin against man T Bee Pa. 51 : 4.

Certaioly , for in Matthew 6 : 14, 15, the Lord 
poeitvely recognizes the ain of one man against 
another. There are ain a against God and sine 
against man. For instance, in tbe decalogue the 
first four sins arc directly against God, while the 
remaining six are against man. Now, while the 
former, consisting of idolatry, tlasphemy or pro- 
fanity, and a refusal to recognize tbe Sabbath, 
may not directly injure man, or at least there may 
not be any malicious intent to do so ; yet in the 
latter which include thett, murder, Ac., we recog- 
nize a direct, and malicious intent to injure man. 
The latter, although a sin against man, is also a 
sin against God. We ain against God by injuring 
our fellows. A man cannot sin against his fellow- 
man without sinning against God. 

The verse referred to by you is David's out - 
burst to God, '-Against thee, tbee only have I 
sinned, and dona this evil in tby sight.'" Tbe lan- 
guage here does not imply that this sin so peni- 
tently deplored was in no sense an offence againat 
man any mora than the like influence could ba 
drawn from what was said by Joseph (Gen. 39 ; 9) 
In reading these words we must remember that 
it is the cry of a broken heart to God for mercy 
and pardon. The outbursts of the penitent soul 
cannot be analyzed iu a cold, worldly manner. 
David recognizes the tact that God's law bas been 
terribly violated. Too many of us fail to aee the 
sin against God. If we have injured our fellow- 
man, the church, society, the law or our own sel- 
fish interests cause us to go and make it right, but 
between God and the culprit the account is still 
open. 

Where do we get the authority for saying that 
there was a college ot Prophets ? and what was the 
purpose of such a college '!

They were, beyond doubt, institutions for the 
training of prophets. The pupils or students 
were called "sons of the prophets". They were 
under tbe care of tbe senior or more experienced 
prophets, who directed and instructed them. The 
first intimation we have of them is in 1 Sam. 10 ! 8 
and 19 : 19. In later times we find them estab- 
lished at different places, as at Bethel and Gilgal 
(2 Kings 2 : 8 ; 4 : 38 aw : 1). Samuel, Elijah and 
Elisha are mentioned as principals of an ah 
schools. From these the Lord perhaps chose his 
prophets. But Am >s tells os tn chapter 7 : 14, 15 
that he was not instructed in such a school but 
was an herd man when the Lird called bim. There- 
tore this shows that prophets were not always 
selected by the Lord from these schools. 

Again, in 2 Kings 22 , 14 and 2 Chronicles 34 ; 
22, Uuldah, a prophetess, is spoken of as dwelling 
'•in the college." Whether this has direct refer- 
ence to a school of prophets we cannot discuss 
here. There is some doubt of it however. A 
college is merely an institution to train and edu- 
cate persons. Therefore by a college of prophets 
is meant a plana where prophets ware trained and 
instructed tor a particular calling. Some people 
are vary much afraid of the name of "college." 
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
